Even 
though we would be a lot 
better off right now finan- 
cially we are looking for- 
ward to things being better 
Bean when we were on letter 
press and hot type when 
we get over the tremendous 
expense of converting the 
plant. At the same time we 
continue to operate all our 
letter press equipment and 
hot type but do not use 
any of it for the publishing 
of the newspapers. 

From a business stand- 
point it has been an ex- 
tremely good year. We’re 
expecting 1964 to be even 
better and by the time 1965 
arrives these newspapers 
should be sailing along real 
good, and completely over 
the struggle of converting 
to off-set, 

I think this change has 
been the best thing that I 
have ever agreed to since 
being inthe newspaper bus- 
iness. I guess we are 
among, and probably the 
smallest newspapers any- 
where to convert to off-set, 
but it is something I am 
very proud of and certainly 
I am enjoying my work 
better than I ever did be- 
fore the change, It is ex-

Dorsey Trailers’ $6 Million 
Backlog Creates Need 


For Additional Employees 


An additional 75 to 100 
new jobs at Dorsey Trail- 
ers’ Elba plant will be fill- 
ed during January as pro- 
duction is stepped up to 
fill a backlog of over $6 
million in orders, it was, 
announced by George Col- 
lier, president. 

About $5 million of the 
orders are government 
contracts for low hed, pl- 
atform and van trailers, 
Collier said. 

The Elba plant has been 
running at near-capacity 
for the present work force 
for some months and addi- 
tional workers will be 
needed to meet scheduled 
delivery dates starting in 
February, Collier added. 
He predicted that the in- 
creased production should 
continue indefinitely due to 
a current rise in commer- 
cial trailer sales. 


Olen Bailey, Dorsey’s 
director of personnel and 
labor relations, said his 
office is taking applications 
for production workers, 

“We are looking for 
good men who want to be- 
come permanent Dorsey 
employees,’ Bailey stated. 
“With the wide acceptance 
accorded the Golden Series 
203 line of trailers recen- 
tly introduced to the dis- 
tributor organization, the 
management anticipates no 
leveling-off of production 
in the forseeable future.”’ 

Dorsey currently em- 
ploys 680 people and ex- 
pects at least 750 on the 
payroll by February 15, 
according to the personnel 
director.

cause his religion does not. 

In all this, his union is 
powerless to protect him, 
If the union cannot supply 
craftsmen of the designated 
race and religion, then the 
government could require 
the employers to hire non- 
union men.

Juvenile Diabetes 


There is a lot of ju- 
venile diabetes. It is known 
as the prematurity onset 
juvenile diabetes. Among 
diabetic patients, about ten 
percent develop the disease 
before reaching maturity. 
The juvenile diabeticis un- 
der 25 years of age and 
usually thin, whereas the 
adult diabetic is frequently 
obese. 

There are about 90,000 
cases of juvenile diabetes 
in this country as esti- 
mated, of which 14,000 are 
under the age of 15 years, 
In young children, particu- 
larly after an attack of 
acute infectious disease, 
this metabolic disorder be- 
gins abruptly with an al- 
most explosive violence, In 
middle-aged and older per- 
sons, there are usually no 
symptoms over a _ long 
period of time, In many 
instances, the presence of 
diabetes in an adult is re- 
vealed only by chance dur- 
ing a routine examination. 

Diabetes in the juvenile 
is capable of retarding 
growth and development 
and perdisposes the young 
diabetic to poisoning, nerve 
tissue damage, and disease 
of the blood vessels. A la- 
tent insufficiency of the 
regulatory mechanism for 
carbohydrate metabolism 
is an influence in the de- 
velopment of diabetes, and 
it is generally accepted 
that those who develop dia- 
betes have an inherited ten- 
dency to the disease. 

If both parents are dia- 
betics, the expectancy is 
that all children of this 
couple may become dia- 
betic and that one-third of 
them will develop the dise- 
ase before the age of 40, 


When only one parent has, 


diabetes and the other is 
a carrier, half of the chil- 
dren may be diabetics, Ju- 
venile diabetics need 
proper diet as recom- 
mended by the doctor and 
insulin when prescribed.

Anyone can get anulcer, 
at any age, in any. part of 
the world, Acute ulcers 
are not uncommon in the 
newborn. Peptic ulcer is 
world-wide in distribution, 
occuring in all races and 
all occupations, Approxi- 
mately ten per cent of the 
total population suffer at 
some time in their lives 
from an ulcerated condit- 
ion, 

Ulcers in 
are 


the stomach 
called gastric, and 


those in the duodenum are 
known as duodenal ulcers, 
Four times more males 
than females are afflicted 
with ulcers. An ulcer is 
defined as a loss of tissue 
resulting from the diges- 
tive action of acid gastric 
juice. Pain is the outstand- 
ing symptom of an ulcer; 
and it is stated by speci- 
alists that the greatest in- 
cidence of ulcer occurs in 
the colder months, from 
October to March. 

The average duration of 
distress is six or seven 
years. Although some 
cases show symptoms for 
only a few days or ‘weeks, 
others may have the con- 
dition for from 40 to 50 
years. The pain of ulcer, 
varied in quality, is de- 
scribed usually as a gnaw- 
ing .or aching sensation 
sometimes with a burning, 
hurting, or cramp-like 
feeling. The prognosis in 
peptic ulcer is good, as 
for the immediate attack; 
but, because recurrence is 
usual, the future outlook is
